July  8— Both  busiiMSt  and  residential 
secuons  of  the  town  of  Rocky  Mountain  House,  Alberta,  in 
the  foothills  we»t  of  Her]  Deer,  were  badly  shattered  by  a 
cyclone  which  swept  over  that  area  at  2:30  o'clock  this  aftamoon. 
Many  buildings  were  demolished,  but  there  were  no  serious  casual- 
tiaa.  In  some  instances  houses  were  not  only  wrecked,  but  were 
carried  away,  with  scarcely  a  vaatiga  left  on  the  orifinal  foundationa. 

The  Forestry  OepactOMBt^aCtos  on 
the  top  of  the  hin  above  the  town  was 
wiped  oat.  Previously,  about  1  o'clock, 
a  h»ll5tonn  swept  thr  town  Hail 
.-.tonrs,  .said  to  lit-  its  large  a.s  Ikt'  ^  crks. 
broke  windows  of  the  houses  aixl 
buiiriiriKs  on  the  side  from  Which  the 
stomi  blew.

At  a  .<!pmal  meetmR  of  ihe  Junior 
cniHinbrr  of  Commerce  to  be  held  on 
Monday  at  R  p.m.  In  the  reading  room 
of  the  Chamber  Oonuntroe.  Alder- 
man Holmes  and  Mr.  Claude  Flem- 
mlnf  will  npeak  on  ths  two  by-laws 
before  the  people. 

Alderman  Holmes  will  not  only  on'  - 
lino  thf>  term;,  of  the  '"Motion  Picture 
by-law  but  al.so  the  "Terminal  Ware- 
houM!  Agreement "  by-law. 

In  conneetlon  with  the  "Motion  Pic- 
ture" by-law  Mr.  Flemmlnr  will  say 
a  few  wordl.  as  he  la  the  man  spoo- 
Korint  a  Brltlsb  noUon  pieturs  studio 
here. 

l^ie  U'mi.s  of  ths  Molkm  Picture  by- 
law arr  (hat  the  city  guarantee  1200.000 
In  securities  at  live  prr  cent  interest 
and  that  Mr.  Claude  Flcmmlng.  Brit- 
ish and  Australian  motion  picture  pro- 
ducer. In  return  raise  $4MM0  from 
those  already  established  in  the  mo- 
tion picture  industry  in  Great  Britain. 
The  terms  of  the  by-law  also  provide 
that  no  money  be  spent  "until  Mr. 
Flemming  ha.^  rai.';ed  the  $400  000  end 
that  no  money  ho  .spent  either  on  thr 
erection  of  a  .<;tudlo  or  thr  production 
r,f  piriurr.s  until  a  contract  for  the  re- 
lease of  the  pictures  is  sscured.

In  the  presence  of  such  c**nPtet<ng 
opinions  upon  this  Important  matter, 
what  of  the  public  who  look  to  the 
medical  nrnfiilnii  rl^Vt  ami  guid- 
ance? Have  they  been  leaning  upon  a 
broken  reedf  Time  alone  can  an- 
nounce the  final  verdict  in  the  mean- 
time it  would  be  dLscrete  that  we  wallc 
circumspectly  throuch  the  maze  of  sta- 
tistics that  are  now  at.  our  di.sposal 
concrrmng  cancer  and  al;,o  not  over- 
look tlie  turning  tide  of  public  opinion, 
as  well  as  the  welfare  of  our  patlent.s, 
before  submitting  them  to  painful  and 
relatively  useless  surgical  measures. 
The  results  of  operative  treatment,  ex- 
cept in  cases  involving  obstruction  of 
the  elementary  tract,  are  under  fire, 
while  the  results  of  non-operative  pro- 
cedure are  now  sufBclent  to  challenge 
attention.

The  .selection  of  proper  stone  or 
gravel  i.s  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
the  construction  of  roads.  The  main- 
t.enance  <  f  a  good  road  surface,  and 
Uie  very  liie  of  tlie  roadbed  itself,  de- 
pends upon  using  proper  esaterlal  as 
weu  as  proper  mathodi  of 
tion. 

.What  a  Joy  it  Is  to  speed 
smooth,  dustless  stretch  of  good  gravel 
road!  Unfortunately  lliey  are  not  all 
good.  Many  know  what  is  popularly 
termed  a  "\va.sh  t)oard"  road  one 
which  IS  characteri/.<^d  by  ridges  or 
corrugations  cro,s.sinK  t-he  road  and 
spaced  about  thirty  mches  apart 
The.se  corrugations  constitute  one  of 
the  main  faults  of  gravel  roads.  They 
develop  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  in 
any  gravel  road  which  is  subje^ed  to 
much  fast  mator  trafic.  and  neoeaei- 
tatb  In  many  eaaea  eonstant  mainten- 
aaee  work  to  keep  the  foad  in  proper 
oonditlon.  Other  objectionable  charac- 
teristics met  with  on  .some  gravel  roads 
are  hard,  rough  surfaces,  "~T — rTXlMfl 
surfaces,  ruts  and  dust.

Obvlotisly  Lord  I,iiea.s  must  have  .seen 
the  danger  that  Cardigan  wa.s  exposing 
himself  to.  but  he  made  no  .attempt 
to  warn  him  CapUin  Nolan,  the 
aide -de camp  of  General  Airy,  who 
had  taken  the  message  to  Cardigan, 
died  just  as  the  charge  was  beginning 
and  when  he  apparently  was  trying  to 
swing  the  brigade  to  the  right  Hi.s 
horse  galloped  away  with  Nolan  dead 
In  the  saddle.  In  front  of  the  Light 
Brlgad"  lay  a  mile  and  .1  quarter  of 
level  ground  something  less  than  the 
more  poetical  half  a  league  "  It  wa.s 
an  ideal  terrain  for  a  cavalry  action 
but  for  the  fact  that  on  eadi  sid#  of 
the  valley  the  Russians  were  esub- 
IHhed  in  fbroe.  while  at  the  end  were 
the  Oipiacks  who  were  to  be  dislodged. 
Tti^  eharge.  therefore,  was  subject  to 
three  fires,  from  the  front 
the  heights  on  either  side. 

A  OEATHLBSS  nPLOIT 
Into  this  valley  of  death  the  troopers 
rode,  with  Lord  Cardigan  at  their 
head.  From  the  time  thcv  emerged 
I  until  the  survivors  reached  the  gun.s 
I  at  the  far  end  they  were  under  mur- 
derou.s  fire  while  their  British  and 
Fren<  h  comrades  looked  on  aghast 
j  unable  to  fire  a  shot  for  them.  They 
I  dropped  in  scores  and  when  Cardigan 
I  led  the  first  line  In  among  the  Oaenek 
guns  and  begao  to  aabre  those  who 
manned  them,  there  were  oniv  rift\ 
or  sixty  men  with  him  The  .second 
line,  meanwhile  under  Lord  Oeorge 
Paget,  had  whirled  over  the  guns  and 
v^as  lighting  with  the  Cossacks.  Col. 
Mayow  actually  hurled  himself  and 
twenty  men  against  the  whole  Cossack 
cavalry  and  drove  it  back  imtll  he 
mw  the  madness  of  further  attack  and 
sounded  the  retreat.  Bis  hundred  and 
seventy-three  men  rode  In  that  glori- 
ous charge  f^iw  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  were  killed  and  one  hundred  and 
four  wounded,  while  seventy-three  re- 
mained as  prisoners  in  the  Russians' 
hand.s  Four  hundred  and  aaventy-flve 
horses  fell  in  this  aotion.  One  of  the 
noubie  iturvlvora  was  Lord  Cardigan's 
chestnut  ehafgar.  aBd  when  it  returned 
to  London  Itii  tail  was  plucked  here 
by  the  franded  crowds.

All  this 
was  very  heavy,  very  experwlve  and 
very  slow  work,  for  the  men  were  by 
no  mean.-;  in  a  hurry.  They  chiefly 
took  their  pay  in  blankets  and  provi 
.sion.s  and  other  Ptcetera.i  the  balance 
n  coin  Well,  the  shell  i.s  u)  now  to 
tjei  It  flni.shed;  lumber  very  s<  an  e 
a  favor  to  get  any  at  forty  fi  a: 
a  thousand  in  the  rotigh.  so  it  ail  had 
to  be  planed  and  grooved  by  hand.

Situated  about  a  oile  from  Edin- 
burgh, the  castle  stands  three  hundred 
feet  above  sea  level  oa  Ihe  rock  from 
which  it  takes  lu  naana,  "Oralg-MlU- 
ard"  — signifying  a  high  bare  rock  In 
a  plain.  The  old  fortress  no  longer 
statidi  naked  to  the  winds  but  is  sur- 
rounded by  the  stately  trees  which  have 
grown  up  around  it  In  the  old  days 
when  It  was  u.sed  as  a  fort,  the  castle 
had  only  one  entrance  a  narrow  dcxir 
reached  by  an  equally  narrow  cause- 
way between  the  walls  and  the  edge 
of  the  cliff,  and  thLs,  with  a  small  spy- 
window,  was  the  only  aperture  on  the 
ground  level.  Inside  the  outer  or  OUT- 
tain  waU  to  the  keep,  the  oldest  part, 
seteaty  feet  la  height  and  breadth  and 
twice  as  long,  which  contains  a  large 
banquet  hall,  two  imderground  dun- 
geons and  several  smaller  chambers 
The  whole  structure  underwent  consid- 
erable repairs  and  alteration-^  in  1884, 
but  de.splte  thi.s  it  represents  .i  hnc  ex- 
ample of  medie\Hl  architecture  and 
.shows  less  of  the  fYench  influence  than 
do  meet  Scottish  castles.

)ourn(»>/  to  Norway  to  fetch  his  Danish 
bride,  who  had  been  blown  on  thoae 
iJiores  by  a  storm.  Secrecy  waa  essen- 
tial, becauae  the  people  objected  to  the 
King  leaving  hto  country  on  such  a 
trivial  pretext;  neverthalees  James 
succeeded  In  hto  sgvaatafo  aad  did  aot 
suffer  any  111  effee^. 

LATTEK  DAYS 
Cromwell  oaptured  the  castle  when 
he  Invaded  Soetlaad  la  lOol.  and  once 
again  the  eaatle  yloMad  without  much 
restatance.
